WASHIMJTOS. Jaliuary 29—Vest, of the 


committee ou public lands, reported favorably 
a bill repealing the timber culture laws. 
Placed ou the calendar. 
~ Cameron of Wisconsin introduced a bill to 
establish a territory of North Dakota. 


Platt offered a resolution for which he 


asked Immediate consideration, directing the 
committee on pustomcos aud post roads to In- 
quire whether telegraphic charges had been 
injuriously affected by the large slock divi- 
dends of the Western Union company nr by 
consolidation or contracts with competing or 
olher.cumpanles, and whether through the 
Hold block Telegraph company or otherwise 
the Western Union company prescribed rules 
or regulations for the transmission of press 
news. The resolution authorizes the commit' 
tee to send for persons aud papers. Objection 
was mode by Sherman and It went over until 
to morrow. 


Sherman's resolution on the. Virginia, and 


Mississippi elections was laken up. 


Sherman, said since the beginning of the 


preient session lie had felt the recent events 
In the states of Virginia and Mississippi wore 
of such importance as to demand full aud 
ItriparttaHavestlgalton ot tho causes which 
led to them, Ihe real facts Involved and the 
proper constitutional remedy to prevent a re 
currcnce, and If necessary to further secure 
all American citizens freedom of spocch In 
tbe open assertion of political opinions and 
the peaceful exercise of the right to vote. 
Now that sufficient time has elapsed to allay 
to some extent the excitement caused by 
these events, he had hoped the senate would 
make this investigation, so that the citizens 
of every state might understand how far the 
national government would protect them in 
the enjoyment of their rights, or If it way 
helpless or listless that no longer rely- 
ing

^crimes depicted are not ordinary crimes, but 


means of tho prevailing majority to subvert 
by violence tbe highest constitutional privil- 
eges of citizens and could not from their na- 
ture be inquired into or punished by ordinary 
tribunals. Jf, be said, they are true, then in 
those communities members of our party and 
our race have no rights which the prevailing 
majority are bound to respect. He did not 
desire to open up sectional questions or review, 
old strifes. Still, if these allegations are true, 
it would be cowardly shrinking from the 
gravest public duty to allow such events to 
deepen Into precedents which would subvert 
the foundation of 
republican institutions 


and convert our elections into organized 
crimes, If tbe events at Danville were the 
result of a chance outbreak or riot between 
opposing parties or different races of men 
they might properly be left to be dealt nith

by local authorities; bnt if not, and the mas- 
sacre was a part of the machinery devised by 
a party to iteter another party 01 race from 
freedom ot elections or full open"1 expressions 
ot pollttc»l opinions, then they constituted a 
crime against the national government and 
tbe highest duly of the gbvernment was to 
maintain at every hazard the equal rights and 
privileges of Its citizens.

If the Coplah resolutions were 
the creed of the democratic party ot the 
ftouth then Indeed was the war a failure, 
they seemed to him the very germ of despot- 
lam and barbarity, and he was assured by 
Eeutltmen friendly with them that they were 
the crcud of nine-tenths ot the party In power 
in Mississippi. It was right ihat the ground- 
work of opinions so utterly repugnant to re- 
publican Institutions ahould be known. 


"In this Invesllgation," he said, "I would 


«ee every palliation or'excuse for the conduct 
of tbe people complained of; I would give to 
.Heir motives and to natural feelings of man 
kind .in their situation tbe most charitable 
construction. I would give to them all the 
political powerthey ever enjoyed and without 
unklnduess, pains or penalties or even re- 
aroaches. I would extend to them every 
•Ight, favor or facility enjoyed by any citizen 
In any part of our conntrj. Hut when Ibis 
concession is matin them 1 demand that In 
slates

(loin an4~'eo.uallty, 
lights 
and 
privil- 


eges, guaranteed by the constitution and 
Jans to all citizens, white or black, native or 
naturalized, poor or rich, Ignorant or learned, 
republican or democrat, shall be secured by 
the state government; or, if not, these rlghis 
and privileges shall bo assorted and main- 
tained by llio national government. Upon 
his Issue I would appeal to every generous- 
minded man, to every lover ot his country, to 
every ouo who wishes to enjoy his own rights 
by his own fireside free from erabarasstueut, 
o stand by those who yielding to others tho 
protection of the laws in tbe enjoyment ot 
equal rights will demand the same for them- 
selves aud their associates." 


Mabone then addressed the soualo In favor 


of the resolution. 


Mahone's speech, was simitar in character 


to tbo address be recently issued to the pub- 
ic concerning the Virginia situation, lie 
btielly reviewed tbe history ot Virginia since 
the war and said at no time In Hit) glorious 
history of Virginia until tbe late canvass and 
election for tlio legislature had tbe sentiment 
bum! root with am party that politic*! ends 
may be achieved by such festering methods 
as gave rise to the Dimvllte mwwre. The 
faction leaders tor theli own puposes had set 
on Toot the shotgun scheme to compel Irreso- 
ute aud timid voters to endorse at the polls 
Pf Snciplts which had already been ropndlaled. 


In conclusion Mahone said, "To discover 


the gross violations of human rights which 
lad boon committed In Virginia during the 
ato political campaign and to find ample 
remedy, I take it to be the object of the pro- 
posed investigation. I have uo fear that the 
state will sullur by the inquiry; and on the 
contrary I am confident she will emerge from
